Latest Mexico Letters Show He

NEW YORK, July 1—The Hopkins 
“revelations,’’’ based on the pilfered or 
peddied correspondence of Capt. Sher- 
burne G. Hopkins, a Washington law- 
yer, who tried to inject himself into 
Mexican affairs, petered out in today’s 
issue of the New York Herald. 

All the letters in today’s installment 
were written by Hopkins himself, 
the Herald, in introductory 
paragraphs, insists on speaking of the 
matter as the ‘inside correspondence” 
of the revolutionary junta. The Hop- 
kins writings follow naturally on the 
correspondence, printed two days ago, 
in which Hopkins begged for $1000 from 
H, Clay Pierte, oil and railroad mag- 
nate, and got $500. Hopkins, apparently, 
never had more than $500 worth of Mex- 
ican knowledge or influence. His later 
letters show an increasingly frantic and 
increasingly futile effort, on his part, 
to gain the ear of Gen. Venustiano Car- 
ranza, revolutionary chief, and to make 
Pierce think he could influence Carran- 
za. 

Like the previous installments, the 
latest chapter-of the Hopkins story is 
sprinkled with insinuations of double 
dealing against the Wilson administra- 
tion. Hopkins wrote several letgers and 
telegrams to Carranza regard the 
occupation of Vera Cruz by the Amer- 
ican troops. His argument was that 
the American flag had not been raised 
over Vera Cruz, but only over Rear Ad- 
miral Fletcher’s headquarters in that 
city. This statement hardly coincided 
with the facts, but “Hopkins quotes an 
anonymous letter “from headquarters” 
to show that Carranza was much im- 
pressed by it.

VERA CRUZ, July 1.—The votes of 
Britisn women prevented the flight from 
Mexico of the remaining members o07 
the English colony in the capital city, 
and this in spite of the strongest rec- 
ommendations of Sir Lionel Carden, 
the British Minister. 

It was already known that he urged 
them to leave Mexico City and seek 
refug: in the British Island of Jamaica 
until danger, of uprisirgs and the pos- 
sible sacking of the city shoul« pass. 

My information from Mexico City to- 
day is that Minister Carden called a 
meeting of the British colony at the le- 
gation, Saturday night, to discuss the 
situation. A majority of the British res- 
idents responded, including women. 

One of the Minister’s women auditors 
asked: ‘What is Lady Carden going to 
do? Will she go?’’ 

Sir Lionel replied that his influence 
had been unavailing to induce his wife 
‘to leave unless he went. 

“Then if the Lady Carden will nct gu, 
neither, shall we,’’ declared several wom- 
en. ‘‘When she leaves, we shall leave

merits, divorced from favoritism and 
thé fostering of special interests. The 

fam would not be attended by 
‘the reckless haste, the improper in- 
fluences, the sectional party politics 
whieh characterize our present 
methods of tariff legislation by gen- 
eral law; and remember that exactly 
the same methods were’ pursued in 
making the present tariff law, as in 
making the Payne-Aldrich law, 
which it superseded. Our propased 
methods would never disorganize 
business by a complete change in all 
the tariff schedules at one time, This 
is the progressive tariff program. 


Anti-Trust Program. 


Of the.Progressive anti-trust pro- 
gram, he said: 

“We believe in co-operation among 
tho busines men, among farmers and 
among wage workers. * * * It is 
evident that the problem of all anti- 
trust legislation is effectively to de- 
termine on the’one hand what trade 
practiceg are unfair, and on the other 
to prevent the exclusive control of 
any factor -esesntial to production by 
any person or corporation or group 
operated as a unit. It is primarily an 
administrative problem. To meet it, 
we must have adequate administra- 
tive machinery. 

“The Progressives therefore advo- 

cate the creation of a strong inter- 
state trade commission and would 
give such commission, primarily, 
three powers: 
_“First, the power of investigation. 
The commission should be able to 
ascertain on complaint or on its own 
motion whether a monopoly in fact 
exists, and if it does exist, the basis 
of its monopolistic power. 

“Second, the power directly to 
prohibit all unfair trade practices 
within its jurisdiction. This power 
would enable the commision to stop 
all monopolies based on unfair and 
oppressive trade practices. Whatever 
monopoly is based on such practices, 


what is needed is not the right to, 


recommend that suits be brought by 
the Attorney-General, or by anyone 
else. What is needed is the direct 
power in the commission itself to 
stop the wrong. 


“Third, the power to end the ex- 
clusive control of a factor necessary 
to production by an order adapted 
to the circumstances of the particu- 
lar case. The order may involve 
changes in organization, in manage- 
ment or in the conduct of the busi- 
ness. (Where exclusive possession of 
a natural resource is the basis of the 
monopoly, it may be necessary to 
subject its possession to the obliga- 


tion of public service, that is, the 6b- 
ligation to sell to others a reasonable 


amount at reasonable rates. 

“Our congtructive program of anti- 
trust legislation has no quarrel with 
large business organizations as such. 
On the contrary, we recognize that busi- 
ness efficiency in production can be at- 
tained. only through busines organiza- 
tion. But we demand that the Govern- 
ment be clothed with all the necessary 
power to crush monopoly with its at- 
tendant evils. 

Contrasts Programs. 

“Contrasted with.this program we 
have the Democratic anti-trust program 
now under discussion in the Senate of 
the United States. That program proves 
the inadequacy of the Democratic party 
for the present and the future of the 
nation. It is, and always will be, the 
state’s rights party, the party opposed 
to strong Federal action, the ‘party- 
afraid-of-power.’ 

“We cannot control our great nation- 
al business without power, national 
power. But the Democrats dage not use 
power themselves, nor let anyone else 
have it. Their trust program as it 
stands today is made futile by this fear. 
Their official administration bills pro- 
pose. a weak Federal trade commis- 
sion, with no power except to investi- 
gate and report. 

“They fear to give the Government 
the strength to cope with corporate 
abuses. They fear to give the commis- 
sion power to prevent unfair trade prac- 
tices. Indeed, their measure would hard- 
ly give the commission power really to 
investigate, much less to destroy by 
proper administrative order, monopolies 
based on the exclusive possession of a 
factor essential to production. To the 
powers of investigation and recommen- 
dation whi cthhe bill proposes to give to 
the commission, so far as they go, we 
have ne objection. It is the inadequacy 
of the commission’s power to destroy 
monopoly which we condemn. 

“The House of Representatives has 
also passed a bill supplemental to the 
Sherman anti-trust act. Many of the 
provisions of this bill deserve com- 
mendation, especially those which pro- 
hibit certain forms of unfair trade com- 
petition which the courts have not as 
yet clearly condemned, but which up- 
right business men everywhere recog- 
nize as wrong and tending to monopoly. 
Similar provisions will be found in the 
Progressive anti-trust bills. 

Clayton Bill Attacked, 

“But the Clayton bill goes hopelessly 
wrong in that it forbids specifically any 
combination or agreement in interstate 
commerce between any two or more 
corporations, firms or even individuals, 
which in any way lessens or restricts 
the competition between them. This is 
the hub of their whole position. 

“They propose that two farmers sell-

bench, the grist mill and the blacksmith 
forge. 

“This ie economic absurdity. * * ® 
Unlimited competition has proved one of 
the greatest curses of modern civiliza- 
tion. It was unlimited competition 
which created the great trusts, exactly 
as it created the sweatshop and is 
chiefly responsible for child labor. The 
New Freedom is merely the exceedingly 
old freedom which permits each man to 
cut his neighbor's throat. 

“The Progressive plan, on the other 
hand, will allow business concentration 


in so far as such concentration gives | 
| social and economic efficiency and good 


service. But it will also give the Gov- 


i | | ‘pernment full power to see that business 


 iareas.

sary ends, and that it is not used for 
unfair competition or for monopoly or 
for the unfair treatment of labor or for 
any other antisocial end. 

“This is the only tenable position on 
the trust problem, for it faces the 
facts and does not try to turn back the 
hands of the clock. By long and dis- 
appointing experience, we have had 
several cardinal facts hammered into 
us. 

‘1, We cannot, and do not want to 
destroy all corporations; we must have 
large units to do our work, 

“2. We cannot make every man com- 
pete with every other man; we cannot 
go back to 1850, still less to 1650. 

“38. We cannot destroy monopoly by 
attacking all forms of concentration, 
whether monopolistic or not. 

“4. We cannot destroy real monopoly 
by attacking its legal form. We must 
find out and take away the real eco- 
nomic basis of ‘monopoly, which is @ 
very different thing. 

‘5. We can get no effective results 
through the courts, with their slow and 
restricted procedure. 

“6. We must encourage honest busi- 
ness and allow that business concentra- 
tion, which will give the power neces- 
sary to serve us. This policy of the 
encouragement of decent business is as 
important to the welfare of people, as 
is our other policy of effective warfare 
against corrupt and unfair business. 

“7, There must be co-operation among 
business men among wage workers, and 
among farmers. 

“We have had now % years’ experi- 
ence with trying to regulate business 
by destruction,’’ the Colonel concluded. 
“The result has been nearly flat fail- 
ure. The administration proposes a pol- 
icy of further destruction, even more 
unintelligent in conception and certain 
to be more futile in performance, than 
the existing policy which it amends. 

“The only alternative is the Progres- 
sive plan. * * * From all of this it 
follows that we have a right to ask 
good citizens to join against the present 
administration. The policies of the ad- 
ministration should be rebuked by the 
people and Senators and Congressmen 
returned to Washington who will strive 
to end these policies.”

BEING MADE AS 
PLAGUE SAFEGUARD 


Policemen in the River Districts 
Prepare for Campaign to 
Kill Disease Carriers. 


A house-to-house survey for rats was 


started Wednesday by policemen in the 
river and freight yard districts, in prep- 
aration for a campaign for the exter- 
mination of rats to prevent any possi- 
‘bility of bubonic plague being ‘carried to 
St. Louis. 

The canvass is being made by the po- 
lice at the request of Assistant Health 
Commissioner Jordan, who is acting in 
response to a Pinang received Tuesday 
from Dr. J. A. B. Adcock, secretary of 
the Missouri Board of Health. Dr. 
cock also has asked all river cities and 
towns in the State to make war upon 
rats. Other states along the Mississippi 
River are taking similar steps at the 
instance of Surgeon-General Rupert 
Blue, who is on hig way to New Or- 
leans to take personal charge of the 
plague situation there. 

Report on Rat-Infested Houses. 

The police will submit written reports 
to the Health Department, disclosing 
just what houses and places are infested 
by rats. If an official crusade against 
rats is ordered by the State board, the 
Health Department will know just where 
to begin its work. Dr. Jordan, how- 
ever, urges all residents. to begin an 
individual campaign against rats. 


PLAGUE EMBARGO 
IN SOUTH LIFTED 


NEW ORLEANS, July 1.—Normal 
business conditions prevailed here today 
in the 49 blocks of the downtown district 
which had been under quarantine be- 
cause it was feared bubonic plague 
might spread. The quarantine was de- 
Clared off last night after stringent 
measures had been taken for its en- 
forcement... The lifting of the embargo 
was directly due to telegraphic advices 
from Dr. Rupert Blue, Surgeon-General 
of the United States Public Health 
Service, whose message said that steps 
uf the character planned were not war- 
ranted at this time. 

Before the quarantine was declared 
off more than 3600 permits to persons 
to cross the dead line had been issued. 

Rats are still under the ban and a 
campaign of extermination will be 
waged against them. 


Bounty of 5 Cents Offered for Rats at 
Memphis. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 1—Mayor E. 
H. Crump today authorized the payment 
of 5 cents for every rat killed and 
brought to his office to aid in the rat 
campaign started Monday, when city 
health officials were notified of two 
cases of bubonic plague in New Or- 
leans. Hundreds of boys with small 
rifles began hunting rats at once.

Australia in the second round. 

A remarkable feature of the fight 
was the presence of the Rev. Everard 
Digby, Vicar of St. Agatha’s church, 
Finsbury, London, who officiated at 
the ringside as Master of Ceremonies, 
the official director of the contest and 
supervisor of’'order among the spec- 
tators. Another parson, who tried to 
fight his way into the ring to voice a 
protest against the Rev. Mr. Digby 
acting in such a capacity, was forci- 
bly ejected. 

Here are the Rev. Mr. Digby's im- 
pressions of the event, as told by him 
to a correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch: 

“The thing which impressed me 
most was the number, larger than I 
ever expected, and the class of people. 
They were not touts and loafers, but 
a very nice class of people.

“And there were women there, a 
number of them, and they were nice 

eople, and they were keen about it. 

here _— women standing on chairs 
at the finish, wildly cheering Wells. 

“One thing ‘which annoyed me was the 
conduct of Harry Stone’s seconds. (Prior 
to the Wells-Bell fight, Johnny Summers 
of England and Harry Stone of Amer- 
ica fought a draw). It was unfair how 
they were chaffing Summers. I Kept on 
calling them to order. They were try- 
ing to confuse the other mam I think it 
is rotten sportsmanship. If that is 
American sport, you may rub that in. It 
may do some good. 

‘The first thing about the big contest 
was the condition of the m Wells’ 
condition was magnificent. he end of 
the first reund told us nothing. I don’t 
think there was anything in the first 
round. If anything, it was in Bell’s 
favor. 

Bell Rushes, Caught on Jaw. 

“The second round began with Bell 
doing everything we had been told that 
Wells could not stand. Wells began to 
box Bell slightly and kept him off fora 
second. Then Bell rushed him and Wells 
got him with a right hand: jab.. It 
went right home on the point of the 
jaw and put him out. 

“As to my own position and reasons 
for agreeing to act as master of cere- 
monies, I think I am justified. There 
were other parsons there. My own par- 
ish is a little island slum in a wilderness 
of warehouses. Men there who were 
hardly civil to me before have taken off 
their hats to me in the last few days— 
since it has been announced that I would 
act here in an official capacity last 
night." 

Wells won a $10,000 purse, besides the 
championship. Many prominent English- 
men and Americans were at the” ring- 
side, and in no similar: contest have so 
many women been-present.

The new transfer system went into 
effect on all United Railways street car 
lines at 2 a. m. Wednesday, and only 
two complaints had been registered at 
the company’s general offices by pas- 
sengers up to li a. m. In one of these 
the conductor was clearly at fault and 
in the other he was partly at fault. 


The surprisingly small number of com-| 


plaints was attributed to the fact that 
1700 conductors have been attending 
‘‘transfer school” 
day for the last five weeks. 
‘School Held Thrice Daily. 

Three daily school sessions, each 
minutes in length, have been held in 
each of the 13 car sheds in the city on 
every day of the week except Sunday 
for five weeks. Every conductor was 


_required to attend one of the daily ses- 


sions. 

In each shed was a map 18 feet long 
and 10 feet wide, showing the various 
car lines and transfer points throughout 
the city. The main theme taught was 
“how to transport passengers by a con- 
tinuous trip from any point on the sys- 
tem to any other point on the system.”’ 

Each conductor received a total of 4 
hours’ instruction. A street guide, espe- 
cially prepared for the United Railways 
conductors and showing by. what car 
lines any point in the city might be 
reached, was distributed among the con- 
ductors when they reported for work 
Wednesday morning.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—A total area 
of 36,960,000 acres of cotton is in culti- 
vation in the United States, according 


> | to the preliminary estimate of the De- 


partment of Agriculture, announced to- 


day. This compares with 37.458.000 acres, 
the revised estimate of acreage in culti- 
vation a year ago, 37,089,000 acres or 
last year, 34,283,000 In.1912 and 36,045 
acres in 1911. 

The condition of the growing crop on 
June 25 was 79.6 per cent of a normal, 
as compared with 74.3 per cent on May 
%, this year, 81.8 per cent on June 2% 
last year, and 80.7 per cent, the 10-year 
average on June 2. 

The month began with one of the se- 
verest drouths ever known in the east- 
ern portion of the cotton belt.. It great- 
ly retarded growth of early planted cot- 
ton and delayed the germination .of late 
planted. In the western portions of 
the belt the first week of the month 
was excessively wet. This prevented 
any improvement in the plants and made 
ig een and idee sean difficult.
